Rockefeller institute relative to dis­ 
covery of a new method of treatment 
to reduce the mortality from tetanus 
among soldiers wounded on European 
battlefields. 
Twenty-five apparatuses 
have been sent. to Europe for the bat­ 
tlefields, and the patents to the in­ 
vention have been thrown open so 
that whoever wishes to may use it. 
It has been said that most of the 
deaths among wounded men are due 
to tetanus. An injection, of a solution 
containing epsom salts ito the spinal 
cord is part of the method. *To Dr. 
F. J. Metszer, of the institute, is giv­ 
en credit for the new* plan. 
The be­ 
lief is expressed that with this treat­ 
ment and use of the new apparatus, 
which is designed to aid in artificial 
respiration, many more lives will he 
saved.

Poland, they found there the grave 


cf one of their lieutenants who had 


been missing since the end of No­ 


vember; and they obtained from the 
local priest, the physician and a Ger­ 


man hussar who had been a prisoner 
there the details of his heroic death. 
He had been sent, out on Nov. 30 
with a patrolling party of fourteen 
hussars and a corporal to reconnoi­ 
ter. They suddenly found themselves 
surrounded by 
forty 
Russian hus­ 
sars, who opened a hot fire. At the 
very beginning the lieutenant’s horse 
was shot from under him. The rest 
cf his party fled, 
except four who 
v.ere killed or wounded. The lieuten­ 
ant 
succeeded 
in 
running 
across 
fields and 
half-frozen 
ditches 
arid 
getting into a house, where he was 
fellowed and surrounded by the Rus­ 
sians. Their leader sent a man to 
call upon him to surrender, but this 
was refused. < 
On second summons 
co was informed that his resistance 
against a whole 
troop 
of Russians 
would be Impossible. But the German 
counted the bullets 
in his revolver 
and answered: 
“A 
German officer 
does not surrender. I still have five 
cartridges. They are enough for you 
—and me.” 
, 
Then came a fight in which lie was 
twice severely wounded and captur-, 
ed. 
“A man with that 
on 
him never’ 
surrenders,” he said as he pointed to 
the iron cross on 
his 
breast. 
.He 
fifed on his way to the field hospital. 
The Russians gave him burial with 
all the honors of war in the church' 
yard at Drobin. They erected a wood­ 
en Cross with the inscription: “Von 
Griesheim, lieu ten an t of the Tknrin- 
gjan H ussars.”
